and Baffin Bay to tho east, and Bear- 
ing Strait on tho west; whilst tho 
northeast passage is that which pass- 
iuff round Norway, Lapland and ltus- 
sia, finds its outlet in BehrLng Strait. 
To seek a northwest passage tho Brit- 
ish naval ships Alert and Discovery, 
under the command of Captain Nares. 
who had just achieved distinction as 
commander of the Challenger scientific 
expedition, sailed from London on the 
2Gth of May, 1875. The Bhips were 
fitted with every convenience and ap- 
pliance that science or tho thoughtfnl 
consideration of tho Admiralty could 
Buggeat for the comfort and safety ot 
the explorers; and it was hoped that 
with tho aid of steam tho expedition 
would bo enabled to attain a degree 
of latitude higher than any explor- 
ers had before readied, and de- 
monstrate the practicability of a 
northwest passage and the existence of 
a new continent inhabited by man, 
and containing an area of sixty 
lion square miles. The ships 
directed not to proceed further 
than 82 deg. Only one ship, and that 
one not half the size of either the Alert 
or the Discovery, had got beyond the 
82nd degree of latitude. Beyond this 
degree travel was to be facilitated by 
sledges, with thirty-five of which the 
expedition was provided, 
est of these sledges was 
slodgo, and the largest a 
sledge, capable of carrying seven 
weeks' provisions. The 82 ad degree hav- 
ing been reached, Nares' and hia galhmt 
companions harnessed dogs to the sledges 
and attempted to reach the north pole. 
But the impact of ice was so great that 
although 276 miles were actually travel- 
ed the sledges only succeeded in reaching 
a point 84 miles north of tho 82nd do 
gree. Here they were forced to turnback 
The offset of cold and oxposuro upon tho 
men was such as to disable the major part 
and render further explorations hopeless. 
The Alert and Discovery, followed by tho 
dispatch-boat Pandora, reached England 
yesterday; and notwithstanding their fail- 
ure to discover ths northwest paHsngo, or 
a continent teeming with animal lifo, the 
additions to tho scientific knowledgo of 
the world will be large and valuablo. 
Wo may expect from tho soientific gen- 
tlemen who accompanied tho expedition a 
complete collection of fauna and a full 
knowledge of tho botany, geology and 
meteorology of the regions visited. On 
his return voyage Capt. Nares probably 
extended tho observations he had already 
made in tho Challenger on tho physical 
condition of the ocean, for tho water at 
tho bottom of the ocean botween the tro- 
pics and tim equator is pronounced to bo 
water from the polar regions. 

Tho aotual accomplishment of the 
northwest passage is still to bo effected. 
The ship that slia'l enter the icepick ut 
Davis Strait and cast auchor in Esqui- 
mau harbor is, we fear, as yet unlanncll- 
erl. That water communication exists i- 
established both by the voyage of Sir 
John Frank' in and that of Sir Robert 
Maclure. ! he f urm; r so d. d hia discov- 
ery wi h his life, whilst tlid latter con- 
nected tno communication by traveling 
over the ice-covered strait and returning 
to Euglauil by a strait he had not enter- 
ed by. ^ 

The War News. 

Tho news from the East is more hope- 
ful for the preservation of tho peace of 
tho world. The sturdy attitude of Great 
Britain seems to have caused Russia to 
pause on the very brink of a preci- 
pico. Had there been ihu slightest fal- 
tering on the part of the Homo Govern- 
ment, a moment's hosiUiiou us to the true 
course to b<» pursued, Buofift might have 
precipitated her immense armies on Tin- 
key and rendered a peaceful solution of 
the difficulty impossible. As it is, Rus- 
sia, suilen and discomfitted, would ap- 
pear to bo retiring from her bellicose at- 
titude. Meanwhile tho Turks ore steadi- 
ly advancing tin ough Servia. They have 
already overrun one-half tho Province, 
and are slowly breasting back the Servian 
army under the Jjiihsiau half pay General, 
Toherina) h II, who is now denounced us 
incompetent. The greatest, possible dis- 
tress is prevailing iu Servia. Thousands 
of women and children, driven from their 
homes, are starving among the bills and 
scarcely any means aro at hand to relievo 
their dreadful necessities. The war 111113', 
however, result in good, and the poor 
Servians may not havo suffered in vain. 
The guaranteeing powers nro pledged to 
secure tho reform of many of tho abuses 
under which tho Christian population of 
Turkey labor. Lord Derby, through tho 
British ArnbasBudor, has expressed Bri- 
tain's horror and indignation at tho Bul- 
garian atrocities; and it will bo str'angO 
indeed (should war bo avoided) if (he 
social and political condition of the 
Christian subjects of the Porto does not 
undergo great amelioration. It is by no 
means certain that all fear of general war 
has passed away. But end as the present 
Btrngglo may, all Christendom] will bo 
sorry if tho Turkish empire should bo 
preserved. 



It must not bo thought that tho 
Deputy Superintendent of Education 
has been appointed merely for tho 
purpose of overseeing the Cache Creek 
Boarding School. Nothing could bo 
further from the fact. The duties of 
tho Deputy Superintendent require 
him to superintend some dozen public 
schools on the Mainland. From pre- 
sent nppoarances ho will have hiB 
hands full. Tho Cache Creek school, 
two years ago, numbered about 50 
scholars. If it has fnlleu to 18 scho- 
lars tho advocates of the' appoiutmout 
of a deputy superintendent will pro- 
bably attribute the shrinkage to the 
non-existence of that official. We did 
not favor the creation of this new 
office It was created by tho Opposi- 
tion, who succeeded in making tho ap- 
pointment "imperative" on tho part of 
the Government. We are now dis- 
posed — as every member of the House 
will bo — to give the system of dividing 
tho responsibility of superintending 
tho educational work a fair trial. Tho 
offico is in excellent hands, and it is 
hoped that tho results will bo good.

Sunday tiio 29th, 
called at Bella .Bella and took wood on 
board. Sunday, 10 p. in,, passed the 
steamer Otter near Queen Charlotte 
Sound. Monday 36th, at 12 noon called 
at Alert Bay and took wood on board. 
Started again at half past 2 p. m. and got 
to, Victoria at 'Sy t o'clock Oct. 31th. Run- 
ning time from Wrangel to Victoria 85 
hours. Following is the passenger list:

Tho news from tho mines is good. Tho 
finding of hill diggings on Thibert, Creek 
is conlirmed.

Lor.D Ditfeiun' has been received most 
enthusiastically in British Columbia. 
Daring his vieeroyolty he has acted on 
tho praiseworthy principle that a ruler 
shouftl seo for himself overy part of tho 
dominion entrusted to his care, and bo 
lias now visited tho most distant and diffi- 
cult of access of tho provinces of tho Brit- 
ish North- American" Confederation. To 
do so, be has bad to travel some thou- 
sands of miles through tho United Statos 
to San Francisco, and to make a long sea 
Voyage thence northwards. Tho British 
Columbians naturally seized upon this 
circumstance of a Viceroy being obliged 
to travel thousands of miles through a 
foreign country to roach a portion of bis 
own vicoroyalty, to press homo tho neces- 
sity of the Canadian Pacific Eailway, and 
the argument was too forcible to bo par 
ried. But while skillfully availing them- 
selves of this occurrence, the British Co- 
lumbians received the Viceroy with a 
warmth and a display which could hardly 
have been exceeded had the honour beeu 
paid to Royalty itself. One slight hitch, 
it is true, occurred, but. tho intention evi- 
dently was not to insult tho Viceroy, only 
to make a demonstration against the pre- 
sent Dominion Cabinet. — London Specta- 
tor, Sept. 25.

Small-pox is on the increase and is 
proving a scourge in the city. The Coun- 
cil havo awakened to n sense of their re- 
snonsibilitiea aud have put tho penal 
olause into shape. Tho mortality is al- 
most entirely among the Catholics, out of 
20 deaths from small-pox last week but 
two were Protestant. Tho French Cuin- 
dinns have a prejudice against vaccina- 
tion — that a school of French doctors here 
are keeping up— that vaccination U liable 
to give rise to all manner of diseases. It 
is very hard to fight a national prejudice; 
but tho Council are in earnest in the m it- 
ter, that the disease must be thoroughly 
stamped out, and a systom of compulsory 
vaccination bo organized. 

A suit of considerable public import- 
ance, to tho the insurance companies in 
particular, has been entered. It is by the 
Government against tho Queen Fire In- 
surance Co. , which was by Government 
chosen to tost the legality of tbo law im- 
posing tho new tax on tiro policies. As 
the lino for each violaiion of tho law is 
$50, tho suit has boon taken for §150, tbo 
line for tbo issue of three unstamped pol- 
icies by this company. 

In spite of the discouraging state of 
trade generally tho Quebec and Oulfport 
Steamship Co. havo carried from tho port 
of Montreal for Gulf ports, from tho open- 
ing of navigation to this dale, 2,:il!7 tons 
more cargo than to the samo dale last 
year, notwithstanding tho strong compe- 
tition of tho Intercolonial Railway, 

Tho trial of Mr. Ootte in connection 
with tbo failure of tho Jacques Cartior 
Bank is fixed for 7th Octobor. 

St. Johns, about twenty miles from this 
city has shown wonderful activity since 
the late tiro which devastated it, and now 
it has been to a largo extent rebuilt, and 
on a much more substantial basis, several 
of the Btreeta being widened.

Depositors are hawk- 
ing their books about and selling 1 hom at 
considerable deduction. The fact is too 
many loans have gone into cosily houses 
aud lots which do not make an adequate 
roturn. 

Our police magistrate bus given his de- 
cision in tho motion to compel a Mr. Hart 
to give up tbo names of the parties who 
gave him tho information of tho Le Mln- 
erve complained. Mr. Da.-noyera main-

London, Oct. 28— A telegram has boon 
received announcing the return to Valen- 
cia of tho British Arctio Expedition un- 
der Capt. Nares, comprising tho steamers 
Alert and Discovery, Progress to the 
North Fole was found impracticable.

a success. The Alert has proceeded to 
Queeustown and Capt. Nares to Loudon. 
All well. 

London, Oct, 27— Detachments of ar- 
tillery ami cavalry will sail for Cuba on 
Monday, in addition to tho 2100 reinforce- 
ments already sent.

prejudicial effects of one-sided custom 
regulation in other countries. This object 
will bo kept specially in view in impend- 
ing negotiations for the renewal of com- 
I ineroial treaties with Germany. Foreign

ly accordant with the Emperor's pacific 
policy and his consistent endeavor to pro- 
servo "friendly relations with all powers, 
especially those connected with Germany 
by ties of neighborhood and history; and 
as far as peace may be endangered among 
such, to preserve it by friendly media- 
tion. Whatever the future may havo-iu 
store, Germany may rest assured the 
blood of her sons will bo saeeitieed only 
for tho protection of her own honor and 
interests. 

London, Oct. 30.— The narrative of the 
Arctic Expedition is published. After 
first encountering ice the expedition was 
detained several days in Port Payer. It 
starred llioneo Aug! 8th; but before reach- 
ing the shore of Grinnell Land the vessels 
were caught in an ice-pack, After this 
their progress northward was an incessant 
s, niggle through chance openings made 
in tbe ice by wind and current, tiio 
channel through which tho ships moved 
constantly closing behind them. The 
Discovery wintered m a well-sheltered 
harbor on the west hide of Hall's basin, a 
few mi its north of Polaris Bay. Tho 
Alert passed forward and rounded the 
northeast point of Grant's Land, but in- 
stea I of flnding.na expected, a continuous 
coast, 100 miles toward the north, she 
found herself on tbo border of an exton 
Hive sea Willi ice on every side and no 
harbor. The ships wintered behind a 
hairier of ground ice clo e to land, float- 
ing masoos of thick Polar ice had in meet' 
ing pressed up quantities of ieo into 
blocks frequently a mile "in diameter and 
Iroui 10 to 50 feet high. Obstacles of this 
kind ile.-tioycd nil hopes of reaching the 
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northerly migration ends south of Cape 
Columbia. Esquimaux traces ceaso ou 
tbo West shore at Int. 81 dog. 51 inin., 
whence they cross to Grocnland. Tbo 
impracticability of reaching tbo North 
Polo is proved." 

London, Oct. 30.— This is the last day 
of tho usual fortnightly settlement on 
Stock Exchange Throe failures havo 
been announced; but the liabilities nro 
small and tho parties aro not important.

Tbo Cologno Gazetto annouueos that 
Prof. Nordonskjeld's expedition to 
Janisoisk by the Arctic Ocean has 
safely roturnod, having demonstrated 
that Siberia can bo reached by sea. It 
loftTromsoo on tho 25th of July, and 
stoppod sixteen days at Janiseisk. 

The phylloxera is making fearful 
ravagos in tho Department of the 
Khono. Tho latest accouut furnished 
to a recent sitting of the Society of 
Viticulture, of Lyons, shows that tho 
vineyards of Cote-Roue, Conuerieu, 
aud others in the interior have suffered 
severely. 

A now plague, sayi the Lovant Her- 
ald, has fallen upon Egypt in tho form 
of a mortality among horses. Tuoro 
wore some premonitory symptoms of 
this disoase last year, and a great 
many valuable stables woro ravaged by 
it, among others that of Biaz Pasha, 
Minister of Justico. Latterly tho malady 
has spread with extraordinary rapidity 
almost emptying tho cavalry and ar- 
tillery stables, and attacking tho stud 
of tho Khodivo himself, who has lost a 
number of valuable animals. 

Tho bodies of two young pooolo 
have beon got out of tho River Coquet 
Nortliumborlain.

Her 
brother, Thomas Armslrong, a lad 10 
years ol age, jumped in after her to 
save her; but after struggling for a 
few minutes in . the water they both 
sank and were drowned. 

Tho Czar Alexander, together with 
Prince Gortschnkoff, Baron Jomiui, 
ano other notabilities, including tho 
Czarina and tho Duchess of Edin- 
burgh, were, at last accounts, in the 
Crimea.
